It was the 15th annual chil- 
dren’s party given by the AFL in 
Salinas, first such party having 
been in 1937, Laborers Union 272 
sponsored the parties alone in the 
early years, filling Forresters Hall 
to capacity each year. Later, how- | 
ever, other unions asked for per- | 
mission to help sponsor the event 
and crowds necessitated moving to 
the high school auditorium, largest | 
hall : available. 

Randolph Fencel, former pres- 
ident of Local 272, has been as- 
sociated with the Christmas parties 
Since their inception and was gen- 
eral chairman for this year’s event. 

Fenchel praised all the commit- 
tee members who helped him in 
this party by declaring: “As chair- 
man of the party, I cannot single 
out any individual for _ special 
praise, but I want to extend thanks 
to all committee members and 
volunteers who made the party 
such a great success.” 

In addition to pointing out the 
excellent work by all helpers, Fen- 
chel said that plans are being laid 
already for an even bigger party 
for 1952, The affairs are of such 
scope now that year ’round plan- 
ning is necessary, he explained.

Most of the rise in the cost of 
living was due to sharp increases 
in the price of fresh fruits and 
vegetables, and a rise in the manu- 
facturers’ excise tax on autos, cig- 
arettes and beer. The tax was} 
passed on, of course, to the con- 
sumer—and in some cases, under 
the laws passed by the “Horsemeat 
Congress,” taxes were pyramided 
by the time the customer asked 
the price.

You Get Bonus for 
- Having a Baby and 
Raising It (Canada) 


It is unlikely that many American trade unionists are 
aware of some of the important advances which have been 
won by their union brothers and sisters in the Dominion of 
Canada. One such remarkable development since World War 
Ii is the Family Allowance System, under which every Ca- 
nadian family receives cash grants from the government to 
help meet the high cost of rearing a family. Canadian labor 
played an important part in gaining parliamentary support 
for the plan. 

Canada’s “baby bonus” is described below in a condensed 
version of an article which first appeared in the “Butcher 
Workman.” Written by Richard L. Neuberger, an American 
newspaperman who went to Canada to see how the plan 
works, the article was an eye-opener to many a U. S. union 
member who had no notion of the effective role in their na- 


tion’s life played by Canadian unions.

In the United States, the average 
working man expects social secur- 
ity payments from his government 
to begin about the time he is 65 
years old. 

Our good neighbor to the north, 
‘Canada, starts financial assistance 
at the opposite end of life’s cycle. 
‘The cradle and the bassinet mark 
the beginning of social security in 
the land which Rudyard Kipling 
called “Our Lady of the Snows.” 

The day a Canadian child is born, 
he goes on the payroll of the Do- 
minion government. His wages at 
birth are $5 a month. They will as- 
cend at regular intervals until he 
reaches the age of 16. Then he is 
on his own, so far as this type of 
support is concerned.

No “means” test decides which 
‘youngsters shall receive these 
funds. The money goes to the chil- 
dren of packinghouse workers in 
Toronto, to the children of Eski- 
mos in the Yukon Territory, to the 
children of directors of the vast 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, to the 
children -of the famous red-coated 
iWounties. 


In Canada a total of 1,883,000 
families receive checks monthly for 
their youngsters. Occasionally the 
project is referred to as “Baby 
Bonuses.” Many people are closely 
studying Canada’s handling of the 
idea, as a possible prelude to its 
adoption in the United States. 

IT GOT RESULTS 

The Canadian Parliament first 
enacted the. Family Allowances Act 
in 1945. What have been some of 
tHe résults? 

Infant mortality dropped from 
51 to 47 per 1000. The sale of milk 
and meat to low-income families 
soared tremendously. Milk produc- 
‘ tion immediately went up to 39,- 
- 000,000 pounds a month. And 
‘butchers reported an increase in 
the demand for lamb chops and 
chicken, two types of food often 
favered by children, 

Soon after the enactment of the 
Family Allowances program, the 
monthly output of children’s shoes 
in Canada spurted from 762,000 
pairs to more than 1,190,000 pairs. 
‘Thé checks for the youngsters go 
~ inf® the mail on the 20th day of 
each month. In Calgary and Van- 
ecouver and other great Canadian 
cities, I have watched children’s 
shoe stores being virtually mobbed 
on the days after the checks have 
heen received in most households.
